The city council meeting last night 
was opened on time and the aldermen 
got to work in a business like man- 
ner that was as pleasing as it was 
surprising. 

After the reading and adoption of 
the minutes original communications 
land petitions were taken up. 

A letter from Mayor Mills suggest- 
ed the abolition of the pound bylaw 
and the substitution of a measure on 
somewhat different lines. Tne en- 
forcement of the present bylaw often 
resulted in cruelty to animals. The 
owners of animals might be obliged 
to provide their stock with tags 
bearing numbers and in the event 
of an animal being found running at 
large within the city limits the num- 
her on the tag could be taken and 
the owner discovered and fimed. Ani- 
mals found at large without tags 
‘could be taken to the nearest feed 
barn until the owner could be found 
when he would be fined.

Alderman McKenzie: TIt is the 
mayor’s duty to see that the officers 
are doing their duty but in this case 
it was suggested that the officer was 
overdoing his duty.

He gave 
fit to her and she went over the pile 
carefully and gave him FOURTEEN 
letters. 

When relating the incident to us our 
informant said the same merchant 
had four invoices that were then over- 
due from the wholesale house, These 
invoices invariably follow the goods 
and come by mail, *‘but” said he, 
‘‘this time the goods are all sold 
and I certainly won't pay for them 
until I get the invoice. If the whole- 
saler complains I will simply. refer 
him to the post office.’’ ; 

Another citizen complains that the 
other day he got four papers at once 
and protested against the service but 
the clerk just laughed at him.

[THE CAUSE OF DEAR MONEY. 
(Toronto World.) 
| Saturday's financial section of the 
|New York Evening Post contained a 
jnotice of an important review of 
the existing financial situation from 
the pen of M. Paul Leroy-Beaulieu, 
the brilliant French political econom- 
ist. The question he sets himself to 
investigate is the cause of the univer- 
sal deammess of money, accompanied 
as it is, by a general decline in the 
value of gilt-edge securities and the 
evident disinclination on the part of 
the investing public to touch éven the 
best of the more speculative offerings. 
M. Beaulieu discards the current ex+ 
planations of the phenomenal money 
stringency and evidently places little 
jcause can be found in the _ present- 
stock in the notion that its principal 
day tendencies of popular sentiment 
as reflected in governmental policy 
and legislation. To his mind the 
immediate capital requirements of the 
United States lie at the root of the 


problem. These requiremenis, he es- 
timates, are not Iss than two  bil+ 
lion dollars annually whereof the 


public itself can at the most provide 
only six hundred million dollars. 
That being so, only two, ‘sources of 
supply can be found—foreign coun- 
tries and United States investments 
in older classes of . securities. The 
former were reverted to last year, but 
the result showed them to be passing 
though substantially the same experi- 
ence—their own capital supplies being 
barely adequate and some of them 
also seeking relief alsewhere. Only 
four European nations, in M. Beau- 
lieu’s view, are in a position to ‘‘ex- 
port’’ capital—England, France, Hol- 
land and Belgium—the former as a 
consequence of the Boer war and the 
prior demands of the colonies bding 
practically a negligible quantity. His 
conclusion is thus put by The Post: 
The world-wide expansion oi in- 
dustrial and financial activity 
must be checked until supplies of 
capital in the process of accumu- 
lation again exceed demand. This 
check to activity involves, in his 
judgment; reduction ‘in prices on 
financial markets— which is | the 
phenomenon before our eyes—and 
reduction in*the prices of raw ma- 


terial of manufacture, whose ab- 
normally high level is largely re- 
sponsible for the ~absorption of 


capital, on the present scale, in 


productive industry. The action 
of the copper market this past 
week—a_ voluntary reduction of 2 


to 3 cents a pound by the produc- 
ers, in the face of their assertion 
that the whole world is ‘‘short of 
copper’’—followed close on his 
prediction. Finally he warns the 
indtstiial markets that some at 
least of the plans of expansion al- 


ready under way must be post- 
poned to a more convenient sea- 
son,

DINING A LA CARTE. 


The Way to Order Meals at Restau- 
rants and Hotels, 

The woman who dines at hotels and 
restaurants but infrequently is some- 
times a little bewildered and perplexed 
as to just how affairs should be man- 
aged. Therefore the article in the De- 
lineator quoted below is of much 
value: 

In ordering a la carte you are expect- 
ed to write down on the waiter’s pad 
the orders for the whole meal except 
perhaps dessert, which it is hard to 
make up one’s mind about at the very 
Or you may tell 
the waiter what you wish as you con- 
sult the card, and he will write it 
down for you. If you do not under- 
stand what the article is from its name 
--the makeup of a salad wedded to a 
foreign title, for instance—simply ask 
the waiter what that dish is, 

When you have quite finished say to, 
the waiter, “Will you bring my check, 
please?” and Henry will bring it with 
a slight increase in his devotion + 
manner, which always grows mo 
marked as the time for the tip ap- 
proaches. Give him the money for the 
bill. Do not pay at the desk on the 
way out except at a low priced restau- 
rant, where the busy waitress punches 
n printed check for you and passes on, 
to the next customer. When Henry 
comes back with the change due you 
on a silver salver, return a reasonable 
amount of change to the tray as a 
tip for him. The tip varies according 
to your expenditure, 10 per cent of 
your bill being considered a fair fee. 
In this country it is not customary to 
give less than'10 cents as a tip. Don't 
grudge the tip and don’t withhold it. 
Count in your tip as a legitimate part 
of the dinner expenses, and if you re- 
sent the tipping custom write to the 
papers about it or, patronize a pay 
at the desk restaurant, but don’t take 
it out of the waiter. 

Leave your napkin unfolded on the 
table; leave your chair where you push- 
ed it as you arose, Let the waiter help 
you with your coat and hand you your

don’t, pray, help yourself to a tooth- 


pick at the table and use it as you leave |, 


the place. 

Now, the chances are that after you 
left the unaccustomed restau- 
rant or even earlier you will realize 
some blunder that you have made. 
Well, don’t let it trouble you. You may

| rant neighbors; but, after all, you can

give them points on some- 
iuing much more important than the 
proper way of ordering a dinner.
